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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on 6/14/05 has been fully considered and made of record. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Newly submitted claims 3 1-36 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U. S. C. 121: 

A: Claims 17-21 & 28-30, drawn to a method of forming a stator, classified in class 
29, subclass 596. 

B. Claims 23-27, drawn to a method of forming an electric motor, classified in class 
29, subclass 607. 

C. Claims 31-36, drawn to another method of forming an electric motor, classified in 
class 29, subclass 609.

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions A and B are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 

relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
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the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the method of forming a stator as recited in Group A does not require a rotor 
thereof, as required by Group B. The subcombination, Invention B, has separate utility such as 
making an electric motor. 

Inventions A and C are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the method of forming a stator as recited in Group A does not require a rotor 
thereof, as required by Group C. The subcombination, Invention C, has separate utility such as 
making an electric motor. 

Inventions B and C are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention C has separate utility such as forming a plurality 
of arcuate stator segments. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
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purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group A is not required for Groups B or C, or the other way around then restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 

* 

invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 17-22 and 28-36 are withdrawn from consideration as being 
directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Applicant is required to cancel these nonelected claims (17-22 and 28-36) or take other 
appropriate action. 

5. The rejection of claims 23-27, which were rejected in the Office Action mailed on 
03/3 1/05 under either 35 USC 102 or 35 USC 103; this claims are rejected under either 35 USC 
102 or 35 USC 103 herein for substantially the same reasons as provided in the previous Office 
Action which is incorporated herein and made a part hereof. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 6/14/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive for the following reasons: 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of 
applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a plurality of 
arcuate stator segments) are not recited in the rejected claims, as originally presented. Although 
the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not 
read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

With respect to this view, Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1. 1 1 1(b) 
because they amount to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without 
specifically pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
references.

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
